Negotiations . Have Been Opened By 
Officers of Militia With Members 
of City Organization. 


TO PUT AMENDMENTS 

BEFORE GOVERNMENT 


That the Fifth Regimsut has felt the 
need of a baud in recent months can 
hardly be gainsaid. Officers of the 
militia have given tho matter their seri¬ 
ous consideration, and with a view of 
meeting the situation have'approached 
the City band withithe object of taking 
that organization into its enlistment. 
Negotiations were opened with leaders of 
the oand. resulting in a committee being 
appointed from, the latter, which met a 
committee from the Fifth Regiment in 
the drill hall last evening. Nothing was 
done at this conference further than to 
disenss the proposal, and to decide to lay 
it before the members of the City band 
at a general meeting to he held on Mon¬ 
day evening next. A reply to the Fifth 
Regiment will then be formulated, either 
accepting or refusing the terms of the 
officers pf the regiment. 

What these terms are is not yet given 
out. but it is generally understood that 
if the City band Joins the regiment it 
will be on conditions not so restrictive in 
their character as those which governed 
the former rrgimentnl band, under Band¬ 
master Finn’s baton. One of the mem¬ 
bers of the City band was beard to gay 
this afternoon that he would have no o£ 
jre-rion iu belonging to the regiment 
certain compulsory measures were 
waived. In explaining what he menat by 
this statement, he pointed out that on 
occasions the band’s engagements conflict 
with arrangements made by the officers 
of the regiment. Under military rules 
orders have invariably to be regarded, 
and this at times militates to the disad¬ 
vantage of the band, inasmuch as in the 
one instance they are specially paid for 
their services, and in the other they are 
not. If some kind of definite understand¬ 
ing Could be reached regarding this he 
would have no objection joining the 
regiment. 

One of the band’s considerations in re¬ 
gard to the proposal is what disposition 
shall be made of their hail and present 
equipment, which, it is said, has cost in 
the neighborhood of $2,000, and has 
taken four or five years to establish. 
The City band has a membership of 22 
men. who are under the leadrsbip of Mr. 
Pferdner.

Mutiny of Sailors. 

Kieff, Jan. 24.—Details of the burning 
of the admiralty's yards at Sevastopol 
have arrived here, showing that it was 
the result of a mutiny of 8.000 sailors, 
such as never before occurred in Russia. 

Ail Saturday there had l**en consider¬ 
able talk all over the city that the sail¬ 
or* in the Sevastopol barracks had grown 
restive and that numerous instances of 
insubordination had occurred. Shortly 
after the noon hour Monday the doors 
of the barracks were thrown open and 
several thousand sailors forced their way 
out into the street. 

Like a band of savage* they threw 
themselves upon everything in the vicin¬ 
ity that could 1>e turned Into weapons. 
Most of the sailors had secured 1 broken 
pieces of the iron railing, and, brandish¬ 
ing them in the air, they fell into litis 
and advanced to file officers’ quarters. 
In the twinkling of an- eye the building 
was practically demolished, and then the 
mutineers made for their victims. Sev¬ 
eral officers tried to check the advance of 
the sailors. It was in vain. For tbos* 
who stood In the way of the mob were 
borne down and trampled under foot. 

One squad of mutineers rushed to th* 
rooms of a captain Who is said to have 
been particularly disliked. The officer 
was seized and thrown to the floor. They 
bent in his skull until h\a face was 
mangled beyond* recognition, and then 
they wrecked his room* and took every 
weapon they could find. 

Meanwhile those on the outside had set 
fire to the building, which, being old and 
mainly constructed of wood, was burned 
to the ground. 

From there the mutineer* rushed wild*- 
ly through the streets, setting up the cry 
of “The revolution ha* liegun.”

8t. Petersburg, Jan. 24.—8t. Peters¬ 
burg will be declared in a state of siege 
to-morrow. General Trepoff, until recent¬ 
ly chief of police of Moscow, has been 
appointed Governor : t»enerul of St. 
Petersburg, and has taken up quarters 
in the Winter Palace. Strangely enough, 
the only precedent is the etute of Gen¬ 
eral Trepoff*s father during the reign 
of Nihilistic terrorism under Alexander 
II., and it is also a strtfuge coincidence 
that unsuccessful attempt* were made 
on the lives of both. General Trepoff 
is a man of great energy, but the meas¬ 
ures be adopted at Moscow for the sup¬ 
pressing the student demonstration* in 
December last provoked much resent¬ 
ment, and the revolutionists recently 
condemned him to death. 

Tho aspect of the Russian capital ia 
decidedly more calm. Business, wjpeh 
had been at a complete standstill, has 
been resumed Upon a limited basis. 
Tlie employees in a few of the smaller 
factories resumed work to-dpy, aud the 
crowds* of strikers in the streets were 
diminished. Troops, although in evi¬ 
dence, were not so numerous as on Mon¬ 
day. and a more confident feeling exists 
in official, circles that the energetic meas¬ 
ures which have been inaugurated will 
insure the safety and quiet of the city. 

Beneath tho surface, however, the fer¬ 
ment continues, and the public nervous- 
ucmh and apprehension ns to future de¬ 
velopments ,is still unallayed. 

Meetings of different classes in opposi¬ 
tion to the order of things, were held 
during the afternoon nsd evening, but 
the warlike element which was sudden¬ 
ly brought together by the tragic events 
of last Sunday are advancing on differ¬ 
ent plans, and no common ground of ac¬ 
tion yet has been found. 

In the meantime the |k>1Lco nre nr- ' 
tlvely searching out the lenders. Three 
well-known Russian authors and a prom- | 
iuont editor were arrested to-day, and 
the prisons nre filled with revolutionists 
and student orator*. 

Such measures may result in more ter¬ 
rorism to-morrow, but the consensus of 
opinion is that the invmcdiate actions of 
the strikers depend* upon what occurs 
in Moscow and other large cities of Rus¬ 
sia when' the workmen are beginning to 
strike. Over 100.000 men are out in tho 
undent capital of the empire to-night. A 
telegram from Moscow to the Associated 
Pre-s at midnight reported that there 
bad been no disorder there ns yet.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 24.—Father Go- 
pou's popularity is unimpaired, but it is 
evident that the Social-Democrats are 
getting the upper band and that they are 
urging people to violence. From a trust¬ 
worthy source It is learned that Father 
Gopon sent a letter to the Social-Demo¬ 
crats in the following terms: 

“They have fired upon and massacred 
us, but we are not vanquished and the 
day of our triumph is nigh. Do not spoil 
our triumph by takiug up arms and re¬ 
sorting to violence. Content yourselves 
with destroying tho portraits of him who 
i* no longer worthy to lx* our Emperor.” 

This pacific admonition irritated the 
Soclal-Deinocrnta and does not meet 
with a response from the workingmen, 
who apparently are thirsting for ven¬ 
geance and are clamoring for their 
leaders to distribute arms. 

The revolutionists are also reported to 
be actively preparing bombs and infernal 
machines to wreck the post aud tele¬ 
graph offices and destroy other govern¬ 
ment property.

R>‘g«r.iing the charge that Chinese 
bandits ore enlieted in the Japnnew 
army, the Chinese govenrment caHs (it- 
ttettion to th© fact that they stem first 
cnHtgetl by the Rusaions as fruutier 
guards, and fought agoinst th," Japanese. 
We find no iJaponese officer* in trur 
nnlioool army at all. We do find in the 
government school in Pnotingfu sereral 
Japanese officers. Most of Uicra, laro- 
over, hod been engnged before the war. 
They are on th© same footing as Ttua- 
sians and otber foreigner* in ©ducathsinl 
■institutions throughout the Empire. 
CHiina further regfcrds this as a matt.r of 
internal ndministfiption, of which no 
other government has cause to com¬ 
plain." 

Regarding the iron ore said to have 
been furnished the Japanese army, the 
answer soya tliis ore is from certain 
mince owned by the Chinese merchants, 
separate from the government mime at 
Hangyang. Tile transactions are not 
reooguixed by th© Chinese government. 

Th© Mateo islands are snid to have 
betsi nseil by the Japanese ns a base 
for either navy. The Chinese govern¬ 
ment has for the post year stationed a 
swift cruiser to natch this island., and 
no sign of any landing of Japanese has 
been reported to the government. Ile- 
gu-nling the article* of eontraband al- 
***** to have been sent to l>ahiy, the 
answer say* ship* hove left Ofofoo with¬ 
out the knowledge of tlie Chinese gov. 
ernraei* f<rr Doluy. aud no c*earano© 
-paj(©rs for that port hnv« been issued by 
the Chinese officials. 

Regarding the Hyeohitelni incident, it 
i* stated that the seizure was ns unex- 
P*-cted by the Oh i new* as by the Ru*- 
Hiatm. The Chinese government did 
©verything it could against anch sefe- 
UTes. Tlie Chinese government later 
requested .Japan to return the vcwel, 
and while the incident is not yef closed, 
Oliina considers she has done all pos¬ 
sible in the matter. 

The Chinese government cotiKidor* that 
Runs in has violated neutrality iu * num¬ 
ber of instance*. Bridges have been 
built by the Russians over the Liao river, 
and Russian troops have encamped on 
the w«pt side of the river, which is sup¬ 
posed to mark the boundary line of the 
neutral zone. In many places fn the 
neutral zone, the Russians have forced 
the sale of provisions. Tlie Chimwe have 
made many advices to the Ruawanw 
sniuffRliiiff arms and ammunition. The 
captain of the Ryesbitelni, while going 
to Shanghai under military escort, made 
his.escape from the authorities iu whose 
charge he was. It waa stated in conclu¬ 
sion that in view of the baseless charge* 
niadto by a belligerent, China feels It m- 
cinnlient upon her to make this answer 
and let the truth be known that fhe 
Chinese government has not swerved on* 
iota from her neutrality, and that the 
general attitude of the people is peaceful 
and bae been appr^iafed as such by the 
powers. 

VISITED MONTREAL. 

FJarl and Lady Grey Received a Hearty 
Welcome. 

Montreal, .Tan. 24.—The Governor- 
General. accompanied by Lady Grey and 
party, arrived in the city at 11.46 this 
morning and were met at the station by 
n large and enthusiastic cjowd. A guard 
of honor of one hundred men from the 
Royal Scots was drawn up on the plaf- 
form. aiVd as the party alighted thelmnd 
played the Notional Anthem. Many 
prominent citizens were present. 

The party at once were driven to the 
Windsor hotel. Their first engagement 1 
was at 3 o'clock, when they went to the 
city hall, where Their Excellencie* were 
secelved by Mayor Laporte and the alder¬ 
men, and an address of welcome present¬ 
ed. This was followed by the presenta¬ 
tion of the Imperial Service Order medals 
to Maximo Gera nit, James Johnston and 
Magloir* Chestand, all of whom had 
served over thirty years in the Montreal 
custom honse. Tlie guard of honor here 
was furnished by the 06th Regiment. At 
the conclusion of the city hall ceremony 
Their Excellencies drove to Notre Dame 
hospital, where they wo¥e received by 
Dr. Lnehepelle and the board of gov¬ 
ernors of the institution, and an address 
of welcome Was readaby Dr. Benoit. At 
7.30 this evening Lord and Lady Grey 
gate a private dinner party, twenty 
people lK*ing present. To-ntgbt they were 
tli« guests of the board of trade at a 
reception attended by thousands of peo¬ 
ple. Here another address was present¬ 
ed by G. E. Drummond, president of th* 
board of trade. The affair was a most 
successful one in every way.

SONGnEES RESERVE. 

To the Editor:—One of the greatest 
blessings to any community, and espe¬ 
cially n new country, i* n practical peo¬ 
ple, well grounded itr the advantage* 
arising from nnitjr of action. Were I 
to pnt my belonging* cm my shoulder 
and hunt a now home, I would be guided 
in my selection, not only by the natural 
possibilities of n locality, but al*o the 
character and energy of it* people and 
public men in particular. 

We have Ibecn twitted by those who 
come among u* of beiug slow, antiquated, 
behind the times, nnd although nnutrally 
resenting such compliment*, they are not 
made without reason or baseless in fact. 
Take any question to-morrow into the 
public arena of discussion nnd yon will 
find in very short order just as many 
polling down th© structure as engaged in 
building up. This is Victoria’s history 
from the first. Now, if we have any 
public man in* the city who can find 
modicum of satisfaction, or even honor, 
in being identified with such a state of 
affairs, let bint stand up. 

In dealing with the question of Song- 
hees reserve (an old stager ot half a 
>©»tury) let us strip it naked, have a 
good plain talk over the subject; not 
from the legal, bnt the moral and com-, 
mon place point of view. We have four 
interested parties to the question—two of j 
which have been denied access or en- i 
trance. I refer to the city council and 
the Indians themselves. The Dominion 
government, for their part, hold out lib¬ 
eral terms of settlement; the city and 
Indians can coin© together nnd accept 
the same. The other factor to he con¬ 
sidered is the provincial government. 
Her© thou is th© bone of contention. 
This point was recognised by the Joint 
committees of the council and board of 
trade, aud was made a pivotal point iu 
the early investigation* of that commit¬ 
tee. Interviewing Mr. McBride, the 
Premier, they were told by that gentle¬ 
man that he appreciated their seal, and 
promised to do all within the power of 
a Premier to further an early settlement. 
With a knowing wink at his auditors, he 
1 advised them to see Mr. Dnnsmnir, 
That gentleman may have some claim, 

: nnd it would be better to interview him. 
iCome back again when yon are through 


ami we will see what can be doDe. Mr.' 
Dunsmuir was seen. 8o was Mr. Mc¬ 
Bride, aud the committee reported back 
that Mr. McBride had turned tail on the 
proposition. Here force* were some¬ 
what divided on the advisability of mak¬ 
ing pence with Mr. Dunsinuir, who ap- A 
peared to lie the real power behind the 
throne. Afier talking th© mater over a 
majority declared in favor of the city 
taking hold of the question, reserving 
for aU time terminal privileges, if such i 
could be arranged. Mr. Morley’s reso- I 
lution covered fully the accepted point* 
of the controversy. To appreciate the 
defect of tlie motion on© must remember 
thaff these important points are waived, 
and the unit ter is now on© of arrange- I 
ment between the Dominion and Pro- | 
vincinl governments. Whatever color¬ 
ing is given now in th© settlement will 
b© done at the instance of th© McBride 
government. With th© advent of the 
Hon. Robert Dnnsmnir into politics, 
some 18 years ago, at tew intervals and 
for short periods only have the forces 
of opposition to this interest held power. 

It may be well presumed that the rem¬ 
nant of tK© old guard now across the 
bay have no desire to antagonize an old 
friend. It may be beyond their power, 
if so disposed, to treat his request* in a 
light spirit. The best they can do in tbe 
public interest, if left in their hands, is 
to follow the course of obher govern¬ 
ments, and hang the thing up as a little 
too rare for digestion. 

Our citizen*, sir, are clearly within 
their right* in asking for the city the 
right of ap|iearanee, if not a disposition of 
thi* question. Mr. Dunsmuir's utter¬ 
ances to Aid. Hanna should put every 
voter upon his mettle. When he say* 
th© board of trad© and the city council 
have nothing to do with th© matter, that 
his iuflueuees will be used with th© pro¬ 
vincial government against any settle¬ 
ment. excepting upon terms outlined by 
him, th© motion of Mr. Morley’s should 
have passed without a dissenting Voice, 
if for no other purpose than a protest. 
In summing up the results of this meet¬ 
ing, one is led to ask, what are we com¬ 
ing to? Have the public right* simmer¬ 
ed through a knot hole, amt must we ad¬ 
dress our daily prayer for bread aud but¬ 
ter to Mr. Dunsmuir. instead of through 
the usual channel? We have here, air. a 
number of would-be politicians who 
never in the nature of things will lie un¬ 
derstood or appreciated. If our city can 
legally vote money to encourage people 
her©, why can they not vote to deport 
some of tliis unhappy element? We're 
well rid of them, and the money will be 
well spent. Perhaps, thrti, we will be 
able to bring about, what is now an al¬ 
most impossible task, a public disposition 
of questions iu tbe public interest.

RE IiNDIAN RESERVATION. 


To ti»e Editor:—It is recorded that 
“Fools rush in where angels fear to 
tread,” but the trail on which I would 
enter has been so well trodden that it l» 
uwekss for anyone to st’art on the same, 
expecting to arrive at any other destit¬ 
ution than that to which the trail has 
already led. This particular trail of the 
Indian reservation has been made iu a 
circle, and since the year 1858 has been 
faithfully and 1 carefully trodden out by 
the weary feet of our worthy Citizens, 
each one expecting to come to a different 
conclusion, but finally each one ending 
up exactly where he started. Awl so in 
this year of grnee, 1905, we are in exact¬ 
ly the same position as our forefathers 
were in 1858, and unless someone opens 
a new trail the next succeeding gener¬ 
ations will stilLbe tramping around in 
the same old circle. 

At a pifblic meeting held in our city 
last week, a gentleman Who had given 
careful thought to this matter brought 
before that meeting some very valuable 
suggestions, which he placed in the form 
of a resolution, nnd so far as the writer 
was able to discern, the resolution*, 
taken as a basis for action, would un¬ 
doubtedly have opened the way in such 
a manner that material progress would 
have resulted. But', as usual, the spirit 
of procrastination, which has l»een the 
curse of this city, and which is nil too 
much alivo to-day, seemed to rule the 
meeting, or nt least ruled the ruling 
spirits of that meeting, who were in 
sufficient' force to squelch a good resolu¬ 
tion and l*rin£ in a resolution which, by

Generally it may bo said without fear 
of impeachment that there comes a time 
in the affairs of men when they are call¬ 
ed upon to revise their opinion*.

If the*© 
be symptoms of complications in the 
Region of this troublesome, obsolete or¬ 
gan, cut it out without hesitation or loss 
of time. That is the method. Few there 
be with the courage to run counter to the 
popular practice. There are some, how¬ 
ever, who still cling to the old-fashioned 
prejudice that whatever there is in the 
liumon body lias been put there to per¬ 
form some office. They dogmatically in¬ 
sist that the hypothesis that the vermi¬ 
form appendix lost its usefulness when 
man in the course of his development 
ceased to walk upon four legs and con¬ 
verted his frontal ]>edal development* 
into what vre now denominate arms— 
that the apostles of the new amputatory 
school dogmatize without complete 
knowledge of the subject.

If is almost safe to assume that flu* 
representatives of th© Dominion govern¬ 
ment are fully seized of the legal aspect 
of the situation respecting the Sougbecs 
reserve. They have undertaken to meet 
the wishes of the poplc of Victoria and 
to remove fhe Indian* to more suitable 
quarters and to permit the present re¬ 
serve to revert to th© province as soon 
ns the representative* of th© so id prov¬ 
ince satisfy the said Indians in th© mat¬ 
ter of a new habitation. 

The power of the Dominion to fulfil it* 
port in the premise* wa» never question¬ 
ed until within the past few days. The 
people interested became insistent and 
demanded information in. regard to the 
reason* why the provincial government! 
appeared to be taking no steps to satisfy 
the Indian* in the matter of a new re¬ 
serve. 

The reply to the agitation is a legal 
opinion that concurrent legislation must* 
be secured before anything farther can 
be done. Concurrently with the deliver¬ 
ance of this legal opinion it is announced 
that a powerful personage* will not per¬ 
mit the McBride government to offer any 
other reserve than the fine he has select¬ 
ed nor to effect any disposition of the 
released reserve of which he does not 
approve. The penalty, of disregard of 
the wishes of the powerful personage 
aforesaid, it is assumed, will be the bo«- 
| tility to the government of the forces he 
I controls. ,

RACED AROUND WORLD. 

The efficiency of the Canadian-Atis- 
trnlian steamship line and the Canadian 
railways aud their advantages over rival 
American steamship and rail lines are 
well shown by the result of a race round 
the world. 

A French-Canadian named Bailly Fo!- 
quet. of Montreal, .and an American 
named Ernest Blake, of Bnnta Fe. New 
Mexico, entered into a wager for $2,000 
as to who w'ould get round the world 
first, and the Montreal man, using the 
Canadian linea. won by a good margin 
of three and three-quarter days. The 
contestants, who are hrnthera-in-law, 
started from Paris, the French-Canadian 
going east, while his rival started across 
the Atlantic to New York and thence to 
Ban Francisco. 

The success of Bailly Folquet is at¬ 
tributed by himself “to the superior 
speed of the Canadian-Anstralian steam¬ 
er In which he sailed from Sydney. N. S. 
W., to Vancouver, thereby gaining con¬ 
siderably on Mr. Blake, who patriotical¬ 
ly travelled under his own flag, while 
Mr. Folquet used the trains of the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific railways.” 

It seem* that the only time Mr. Fol¬ 
quet travelled on American soil wns af¬ 
ter reaching the boundary from Mon¬ 
treal. when he had to get to New York 
to catch a convenient steamer across the 
Atlantic In the last lap of the journey.

The understanding was that if a com¬ 
mittee appointed by the league to deal with 
Che con cession* could obtain uothlug nulls- 
factory to the clubs the league would con¬ 
tinue la.existence. 

Just what may happen In the next fort¬ 
night no one can bay, bat 1 do think it a 
pity that your club has brokeu away from 
the league aud Joined the C. K. C., as wa» 
reported at Portland, without waiting to 
sec what actlou the league took on- these 
concessions. 

As 1 wrote you, tbe original concessions, 
which were satisfactory to us in California, 
were withdrawn by the advisory board, tbe 
concessions substituted for them are net 
satisfactory to any club, except Portland, 
and you are aware of the conditions exist¬ 
ing In that town, which are perhaps a good 
excuse for the action Portland took, much 
as It la to be regretted. 

In event of tbe league continuing in ex¬ 
istence and the D. C. clubs remaining mem¬ 
bers, I would suggest that the executive 
board be composed of members sleeted an¬ 
nually by the clubs and resident In Victoria. 
There has been too much fighting amoogBt 
the other elubs to make one think that we 
can even have harmony again with an ex¬ 
ecutive board constituted as tbe old one. 
It has proved very unsatisfactory and re¬ 
quires a radical change In Its constitution. 

For the same reasons I think tbe officers 
of the league should be men who have not 
taken any part in the past management of 
the league, and' would suggest that the 
president and secretary be both men who 
are residents of tbe city in which tbe ex¬ 
ecutive board will Inf future meet, and that 
should be some town In British Columbia, 
as far removed as possible from the seat of 
«ur •post'troubles. 

I will advise you as soon as tbe commit¬ 
tee anointed by the league meets as to 
what action it takes.

Another interesting feature of the 
plan is that electric locomotives will be 
used in the handling of freight on vari¬ 
ous parts of the line.

A meeting of the special committee 
which waited 1 upon Chas. M. Hays, pres¬ 
ident of the Gruud Trunk Pacific rail¬ 
way, when he was here last year to urge 
forward Victoria’s advantages as a ter-' 
minus, was called for yesterday after¬ 
noon, but in the absence of a quorum no 
formal meeting was held. A public 
meeting was suggested, but it was deem¬ 
ed unnecessary to hold one as the matter 
had been already fully laid before Mr. 
Hays. It was decided, however, to com¬ 
municate with F. \y. Morse, first vice- 
president of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
and ask if there was any HkelLhood of 
the company comilig here, and what 
term© they would require. 

The memorial which was presented to 
th© railway official* some time ago on 
the subject is us foHows: 

The following are the chief reasons 
why the Grand Trunk-Pacific should, iu , 
its own interests, establish its first Pa- i 
cific terminus nt the city of Victoria, 
H. C.: 

The Cariboo and Lillooet districts 
through which the railway ruus after 
leaving the mountains, is one of the 
richest mining sections on the continent. 
Quart*, hydraulic and placer fiiinep are 
dfctrilHit£d over the greater portion of 
this section, but are not worked to any 
great extent on account of the cost of 
getting supplies ($100 to $125 per ton) 
and of the consequently high prices of 
labor.
